Resolved, That the subsequent conduct of the 
authorities of Virginia, in refusing compliance 
with the requisition of the Governor of this 
State to deliver over the perpetrators of the 
deed for trial, and holding the three kidnap 
citizens in jail, after a session of their criminal 
court, Was a sanction and adoption, on the part 
of that State, of the outrage committed by her 
citizens. 
Resolved, That when our territory is thus 
violated, the offending State refuses satisfac- 
tion, and, upon application to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, interference and redressare neglected 
or refused, it then becomes our duty and just 
right to take it into our own hands, and to re- 
dress the wrongs inflicted upon the sovereignty 
of the State, by the power thereof, in conformi- 
ty with international law.

As ii regards France, while our exports thith- 
er have fallen off one million and a half, our 
imports thence have increased nearly five mil- 
lions ! 

Our trade with Hayti has increased, until 
now it amounts to nearly three millions of dol- 
lars: and yet, instead of recognizing this state, 
and appointing a consul thgye to protect the in- 
terests of our jarge commerce, there is reason 
believe that there are renegade Americans em- 
barked in a conspiracy to subvert its liberties, 
and bring the Haytiens again under a white 
yoke. 

The tonnage employed in the commerce of 
this country has increased since 1842 quite dis- 
proportionately, compared with the trade. Note 
the following table.

brought to recover a legacy of $2000, bequeath- 
ed by the late Philip Minor to William, former- 
ly one of his slaves. By his will Mr. Miner 
manumitted his slave, Lucy Howard, and her 
five children, and gave to cach the sum of 
$2000. Some four or five years before the death 
of the testator, he passed an act granting them 
their freedom, to take effect after Iris death,and 
required them to be sent to some free State. 

In compliance with his wishes, his executor 
sent the children to Ohio in 1837, their mother 
remaining in this State. ‘I'woor three months 
after they had reached Ohio and had_ been 

laced at school, William, one of the children, 
died. The plaintiffs claim that by the laws and 
eonstitution of Ohio, William was free as soon 
as he arrived in that State, and being free was 
entitled to.the legacy; that at the time of his 
death he was capable of recciving and trans- 
mitting property by inheritance; and that as 
his mother, brother and sisters, they, as his 
heirs-at-law, are entitled to the sum bequeathed 
to him, their own legacies having been paid to 
them in 1844, 

On the trial it was shown that Lucy How- 
ard’s freedom was not perfected until after 
William’s decease, and that she was, up to that 
time, and in fact for some time afterwards, a 
mere statu liberi, capable of receiving property 
by donation or testament only, and not by in- 
heritance; for, until her emancipation had 
been completed by a strict compliance with 
the statute in such cases provided, or by her 
being sent toa free State, she was still a slave. 
Her claim was therefore disallowed, but as her 
children were all shown to be free at the time 
of their brother’s decease, jadgment was ren- 
dered in their favor, to recover the amount of 
the legacy, $2000, with interest at 6 per cent. 
from the 15th of July, 1836, and costs of suit.

The following paragraph occurs in the letter 
of Mr. Lewis, accepting his nomination for the 
office of Governor. 

“Jt will not avail our adversaries to repeal 
the testimony law, if others equally obnoxious 
remain in force; it must not avail for a few men 
of either party in Congress to declare their op- 

ition to slavery, while a Democratic House 
of Representatives and a Whig Senaté unite to 
admit Texas with slavery—and to admit Florida 
with slavery, if possible, still more outraging 
equal rights and constitutional law; it cannot 
avail that small sections of the opposite parties 
denounce slavery, so long as their controlling in- 
fluence is directed to the perpetuation of this 
enormous evil.” 

Upon this, the Ohio State Journal in the 
worst possible temper remarks: 

“When we recollect that the man who at- 
tempts to make the Whig party answerable for 
the annexation of Texas, deliberately aided in 
blasting the only hope of preventing the con- 
summation of that measure, we are astounded 
at the impudence and temerity he displays.— 
Every Northern Whig in Congress, and several

By the Congress, so constituted, the bills for 
the admission of Texas and Florida were passed. 

The statement of Mr. Lewis, therefore, that 
a Democratic House and a Whig Senate united 
in the passage of these bills is literally true.— 
Had the Whigs in the Senate voted against the 
bills, they would have failed by a vote of least 
27 against 23. 

The vote on the passage of the bill for the 
annexation of ‘Texas stood, 27 yeas, 25 nays.— 
It is true that the Northern Whigs, with a few 
of the Southern voted against the measure, but 
this does not affect the truth of Mr. Lewis’ 
statement. And, when it is recollected that 
the Southern Whigs who voted against it, did 
so only upon transient grounds, and not from 
any reference to Slavery, the fact stated by 
the Journal clianges but little the aspect of the 
case. 

But, as it respects Florida, the Journal not 
only fails to substantiate its charge against Mr. 
Lewis, but has, itself, given utterance to a posi- 
tively false statement. We shall prove this so 
clearly, that it must retract this part of itsstate- 
ment, or lieunder,the imputation of wilful mis- 
representation. 

It says, “the vote, in reference to the admis- 
sion of Florida stood nearly the same, as that 
in the case of Texas.” 

The vote in the Texas case stood, yeas 27, 
nays 25; and every Northern Whig in Congress, 
the Journal says, voted against it.

Slavery perpetual: the last is a flagrant viola- 

"tion of the Constitution and the rights of cer- 
tain classes of the citizens of the free States.— 
The bill for admitting the territory of Florida 
with this Constitution, after several hours’ dis- 

cussion in the Senate, was adopted—yeas 36, 
nays 9—the nays being Messrs. Evans, Choate, 

; Francis, Huntington, Miller, Phelps, Simmons, 

_ Upham and Woodbridge. The Whig members 

‘ of the Senate numbered 27, so that but one- 
third voted against the bill! “And yet Mr. 

_ Lewis, for stating that a Democratic House and 

, # Whig Senate united to pass this measure, is 

: charged with “impudence and temerity,” with 

“malignant perversion and deception”—and his 
accuser is one who, in the face of the fact that 
but nine Whig Senators out of twenty-seven 
voted against this measure, whilc twenty-four 
or twenty-five voted against annexation, has 
the hardihood to assert that “the vote in refer- 
ence to the admission of Fiorida stood nearly 
the same as that in the case of Texas!” :

ry; are all, deeply penctrated with the convic- 
tion that Free Labor is more profitable than 
Slave Labor. Aye, and there is not a single 
member of the Whig Legislature now in ses- 
sion, which refuses to repeal the Black Laws, 
who would not most zealously support the very 
original doctrine brvached by Mr. Bebb in 1835. 
And that is notall. The Ohio kidnappers, and 
that portion of the constabulary force of the 
State which is always dogging the heels of fu- 
gitives from Oppression, would, if need be, 
fight for this same doctrine. 

Every one of this illustrious band is, to use 
the convenient language of the Chronicle, “an 
Anti-Slavery man in a fair sense of that word!”

It affirms the unconstitutionality of the 
Slave-Laws of the District of Columbia. 

It denounces the laws regulating the coast- 
wise slave trade. 

It demands that the General Government 
withdraw its support and countenance from 
Slavery. 





It protests against taxing the free man of the 
nation a center a cent and a half on every 
pound of Sugar he uses, for the benefit of a few 
Slaveholding nabobs in Louisiana. 

It holds that Slavery in ‘T'exas, existing now 
by virtue of laws of Congress, is in palpable 
vio'ation of the Constitution, and therefore 
that our courts and citizens are not bound to 
recognize it. 

It repudiates the practice of voting for Slave- 
holders or the supporters of Slavery, for any of- 
fice of trust, prolit or honor, under the General 
Government, while at the same time it would 
gladly sec clevated to such offices, Southern 
citizens, non-Slaveholding and Anti-Slavery. 

It takes the ground that the question of Slave- 
ry is the great question of the day, and of this 
country especially, and that no permanent 
peace, prosperity, happiness and union can be 
secured, until this question be settled, by the 
ulter extinction of oppression, and the estab- 
lishment of Justice throughout the Union. 

‘These are some of the “erudities” of the Lib- 
erty Party, the “Jack-o’-Lanterns,” as the 
Chronicle terms them, allof which, in theory, 
have been admitted to be great truths, the true 
lights, by Messrs. Slade, Giddings, Greeley of 
the ‘Tribune, and Mansfield of the Cincinnati 
Chronicle—with this single exception, we be- 
lieve, that non-slaveholding ought not to be re- 
quired as a condition to office. 

The Chronicle is fond of talking of the “great 
and firm anti-slavery State” of Ohio. It is 
prodigiously anti-slavery, as will be demonstra- 
ted to the satisfaction of the most skeptical, by 
a reference to the mobs of 1836 and 1840 in this 
enlightened city against the discussion of the 
question of slavery; by the burning down of di- 
vers school houses for colored people; by the 
tazit sanction given to the hunting of fugitives 
from bondage; by the exclusion of colored peo- 
ple from the benefit of the common schoolfund, 
andthe denial to them of right and justice so 
far as the privilege of their oath may be neces- 
sary to these—and by the incessant proscription 
and persecution of any man who would make 
the question of Slavery, a question of politics 
or ecclesiastics, that is, would bring to bear 
upon it the chief instrumemtalities of Society.

lias at last passed the House of Representatives, 
Kentucky, but not as it came from the Senate, 
Several amendments, we are told, were made, 
but what they were we have yet to learn.

This bill prescribed, that the coming into the 
State by a free negro— whether voluntarily or by 
transportation of another--should be hereatter held 
asas a high misdemeanor. And, without giving 
notice to such free negro so coming into the State, 
he was to be arrested on a warrant, brought before 
a Justice of the Peace, and required—not to depart 
ina given time, not to give onds conditioned that 
he shall leave the State in a certain number of 
days, but to give his bond and recognizance in the 
sum of $500, that within 30 days he shall quit the 
Commonwealth; and if he fails to do this, he shall 
be immured within the walls of a prison; or, if af- 
ter giving such bonds, he shall fail to leave the 
Commonwealth, he is then to be prosecuted by in- 
dictument and sold to a master for twelve months. 
Now, the bill declared that to be a crime and mis- 
demeanor in this State, which was perlectly harm- 
less, in every other State around’ any South- 
ern State had by* law prohibitedy migration 
of free negroes, Mr. C. was not F the fact. 
There could not, in faet, any h crime 
to the mere fact of immigration. free negro, 
who shall become the victim of tye faw proposed, 
must be, of coursé, ignorant of the existence of the 
law.

Mr. Hannegan addressed the Senate. He 
commenced by criticizing the language of Mr. 
Calhoun’s resolutions, and then proceeded to 
discuss at sume length the subject of our title 
to Oregon, Next he rebuked those Senators 
who had spoken slightingly of the value of the 
territory; be described it as flowing with milk 
and honey. 

Mr. Mangum interrupted him by remarking, 
that accounts were contradictory—some repre- 
sented it as well fitted for the production of su- 
gar and cotton. 

Mr. Hannegan replied that, if this were a 
fact, the question would be treated very differ- 
ently by certain Senators. But, it was not— 
Oregon was good for something better than su- 
gar and cotton. He denounced the policy that 
would surrender one foot of the territory north 
of 49°. The idea of Mr. Clayton, that the 
open Senate was no place for the discussion of 
our title, he spurned with indignation; and he 
denounced all attempts to frighten the people 
by reference to the extraordinary power of 
Britain and little power of the United States. 
He then referred to the uncompromising brave-\ 
ry of the “immortal Julius” and the “great 
Frederick,” &c. &c. Next, he turned upon 
Mr. Calhoun, and bowing and scraping with 
overwhelining politeness, did venture to dis- 
sent from his opinions. The difference of his 
policy on this, as compared with his treatment 
of the Oregon, question, came in review, but 
Mr. H. was mealy-mouthed.

“Resolved, That we hereby pledge ourselves 
to wage war upon these detestable laws until 
they shall disgrace our statutes no longer, and 
we call upon the LEGISLATURE NOW IN 
SESSION to erect a monument to its own 
honor by their entire repeal, 

“Resolved, That the Locofoco party in the 
Legislature by opposing the repeal of these 
laws, but exhibit their true character, and 
brand themselves, forever as BASE HYPO- 
CRITES, in professing to be Democrats and 
yet sustain laws which deprive MEN of their 
inalienable rights.” 

The last resolution, of course, these Medina 
Whigs would apply to the twelve Whig mem- 
bers of the Legislature who have just voted 
for the indefinite postponement of a bill to 
repeal one of those Black Laws!

A crowd began to gather more than an hour 
hefore the appointed time, enlarging so rapidly 
and amply that before the hour assigned to ad- 
dress jt had arrived, the officers of the bank 
took the alarm, and finding out his lodging 
place, sent one of the clerks with the amount

The following affecting story is related by 

the Rev H. Edwards, of England, in a work re- 
cently published. It shows that the most de- 
termined pride of purpose cannot always con- 
quer love, and that the latter emoticn secretly 
encouraged, sometimes preys upon life and pro- 
duces death. There are those who laugh and 
sneer in supposing such a state of things, and 
attribute such effects to weak-mindedyess. All 
hearts, however, are not constituted alike, and 
the annexed simple tale ay be regarded with 
sympathy by some readers:— 
“The daughter of a country curate in Hamp- 
shire, being reduced by the death of her father 
to the hard necessity of seeking some mode of 
subsistence, could find no other than going into 
the service of an old female friend of her moth- 
er, as her maid. Emelia (that was her name) 
received from her parents the best education.— 
She was handsome, had a very pleasing figure, 
was sensible, discreet. reserved, and of very 
modest deportment. Unfortunately for her, a 
young gentleman of good fortune, who was @ 
friend of the family with whom she lived, fre- 
quently visited at the house. The master and 
mistress keeping only one footman, poor Eme- 
lia, who generally assisted in serving the tea, 
bad thus an opportunity of seeing the young 
man, and fell in love with him before she was 
aware of the progress of that sentiment in her 
heart. When she did perceive it, her reason in- 
duced her to oppose it, and she made effectual 
efforts for that purpose; indeed, so violent were 
her struggles, that her health was seriously af- 
fected by them. 

“Her mistress, who loved her tenderly, after 
having consulted several physicians in vain, 
sent her to the house of a friend at twenty 
miles distance>to try whether change of air 
would be of any service to her.

That lron Safe, 

It isan old saying, “If yon want news of 
hame, always look for it abroad.” A Philadel- 
phia paper states the following: 

“There is being constructed at Cincinnati, a 
large iron safe intended for an appendage to 
a& jail in the interior of Louisiana. It is 
eleven feet wide, twelve feet long, and eight in 
height.” 

We all recollect this safe and know its ap- 
pearance, although handreds doubtless saw it 
who could not conjecture its design. Let me 
briefly explain it. 

The lower Mississippi country does not pro- 
duce stone for building purposes. The walls 
of the jails and penitentiaries there are built 
of bricks accordingly, which of course are an 
inadequate security against violence. To form 
an inner lining to a room about to be built in 
one of the jails south, this Sufe,as it is not 
inaptly called, was designed and made. It is 
formed of iron bars 24 inches broad by j inches 
thick, which are riveted together where they 
cross cach other, and forma cube of the size 
stated above, and an enclosure which will defy 
the efforts alike of cunning and force. 

I make this correction toa paragraph, which 
as it goes the rounds will lead its readers to 
Suppose that the safe is to secure money, rather 
than robbers or'murderers.—Cist’s Ado.
